Wisconsin Fish commission has just 
Jumpleted the collection 
of 
eggs 
from the varieties of fish that spsnvn 
in the fall, 
the brook trout, 
lake 
trout and bluefin. 
The commission 
now has a total of 68,000,000 eggs 
in the several hatcheries. These must 
be cared 
for 
during 
the 
winter 
months; they will hatch during the 
early spring, and during April. May 
and June will be distributed to the 
streams and lakes to which they are 
adapted. 
Storms Cause Trouble 
On the whole the collection was 
not as satisfactory as the members 
desired. 
This year, while collecting 
lake trout eggs from Lake Michigan 
waters, severe wind storms wrought 
great 
havoc 
with the fishermen’s 
nets, for a severe wind storm so rid­ 
dles the nets that nothing is left but 


j the teaming cord, floats and leads. 
I The commission places its men on 
the fishermen s boats to spawn the 
ripe fish as they come from the nets 
and also to care for the eggs. On the 
great lakes this work at times be­ 
comes quite hazardous. The men also 
are apt to become esasick as they 
are on tho water only in the fall, 
the spawning season of the fish. 
The greatest number 
of 
game 
fish planted in Wisconsin's inland 
lakes are fish that spawn in the 
spring, such as the pike, bass and 
picerelk. 
Tho eggs from the pfke 
and pickerel 
are 
collected in the 
spring as soon as the ice leaves the 
lakes and rivers. 
This must be done! 
in a very short period as the spawn­ 
ing season lasts only about ten days. 
The spawning time in the southern 
part of the s ta te is usually from fif­ 
teen to twenty days earlier than that 
in the northern part. The bass is an 
exception to the rule, their spawning 
time all over the state generally last­ 
ing from about the first to the tenth 
of June. 
This is the only variety 
of fish which protects their nests 
until the eggs are hatched. 
The sea­ 
son for bass fishing opens June I. 
This is considered to be about twen­ 
ty days too soon. for the fish should 
not be caught during their spawning 
: season. 
Bass eggs are sensitive to a 
change in the temperature, and if 
this should drop at a certain time, 


J when the eggs are on the nests, say 
seven degrees F., all the eggs will 
be killed. 
This happens to the bass 
eggs this season to a great extent. 
On June 10 a cold snap killed most 
of the eggs on the nests in the ponds 
at Delafield and Minocqua. On June 
I the commission had 175 bass nests 
with eggs in Bass lake, used in con­ 
nection with the hatchery at Min­ 
ocqua.
